AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS; 

This iistfng of claims wiil replace af! prior versions and iisttngs of ciaims in the 

appiication; 

WHAT iS CiJKlMED IS; 

1 . (Currentty Amended) A multlpte diameter syringe comprising: 
a barrel; 

a fluid conduit in fluid communication with a proximat end of the barrel; and 
a plunger disposed inside the barrel; 
wherein the barrel comprises; 

a narrow barrel portion adjacent the proximal end of the barrel , the narrow 
barrel portion being c o n faured to be ^ c^ ^ ^ to a needle hub , and 

a wide barrel portion adjacent a distal end of the barrel, the wide barrel 
portion having a diameter that is substantially larger than the diameter of the narow 
ban^l portion; and 

wherein tiie plunger comprises: 

a narrow plunger portion sized to sealing engage and move within the 
narrow barrel portion, and 

a wide plunger portbn sized to move within the wide barrel portion. 

2. {Original) The multiple diameter syringe of claim 1 , wherein the plunger 
ftjrther compnses: 

a wide resilient stopper disposed between the narrow plunger portion and the 
wide plunger portion, the wide resilient stopper being sized to siidably and sealabfy 
engage an inside surface of the wide barrel portion. 

3. (WitiTidrawn) The multiple diameter syringe of claim 2, wherein the narrow 
bane! portion has a constant diameter interior profile and wherein the plunger further 
comprises: 
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a narrow resilient stopper disposed on the narrow plunger portion, the narrow 
resilient stopper being sized to siidably and sealably engage an inside surface of the 
narrow barrel portion, 

4. (Withdrawn) The multiple diameter syringe of claim 3, wherein a fluid tow 
channel is formed in the narrow barrel portion so that fluid is free to fiow through the 
fluid fiow channel between a tower chamber formed inside the wide barrel portion and 
an upper charDber fonrted inside the narrow barre! portion. 

5. (Original) The multiple diameter syringe of claim 2, wherein the 
narrow barrel portion has a tapered interior profile and wherein ttie narrow plunger 
portion comprises; 

a tapered stopper having a shape that corresponds substantially to the tapered 
interior profile of the narrow barrel portion. 

6. (Origina!) The multiple diameter syringe of claim 1. further comprising: 
a shield in slldable engagement with the narrow barrel portion. 

7. (Canceled). 

8. (Currently Amended) A multiple diameter syringe comprising; 
a barret: 

a fluid conduit in fluid communication with a proximal end of the barrel; 

and 

a plunger disposed inside the barrel; 
wherein the barrel comprises: 

a narrow bairel portion adjacent the proximal end of the barrel, the narrow 
barrel portion having a substantially constant diameter over its length, afl4 

a wide barre! portion adjacent a distal end of the barref, the wide bane! 
portion having a substantially constant diame ter ove r its length, the a diameter tf*at-is 
of the wide ban-el portion being substantially larger than the diameter of the nan-ow 
barrel portion, arid 
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a tapered barrel portion connec^na the narrow and wide barrel portions: 

and 

wherein the plunger is sized to move within the wide barrei portion and the 
plunger comprises: 

a resilient stopper disposed at a proximal end of the ptunger, the resifient 
stopper being sized to slidably and seaiably engage an inside surface of the wide barret 
portion. 

9. (Origina!) The muitipie diameter syringe of claim 8, further comprisfng; a 
shield in stidable engagement with the narrow barrel portion, 

10. (Currently Amended) A syringe having a common property within a 
syringe family, each member of the syrin ge family havin g a o ommon desir ed diameter 
so as to be configured to be associated with a needie hu b oonfigured to be coupied with 
the syringe family, the syringe comprising; 

a barrel having an outside diameter that Is less than a st a nd a fd the desired 
diameter of the syringe family; 

a fluid conduit in fluid communication with a proximal end of the barrei; m4 
a plunger disposed inside the barrel; 

a resilient stopper disposed the proximal end of the plunger sized to slidably and 
sealably engage m inside surface of the barrel; and 

a false banel surrounding the barrel and disposed at the proximal end of the 
barrel, the false banrel being fixedly coupled to the barrel and having an outside 
diameter that is substantially equal to the standard desired diameter for the syringe 
family. 

1 1 . (Original) The syringe of claim 10, further comprising: 

a shield in slidable engagement with the proximal end of the barrel. 

12. (Currently Amended) A syringe family comprising: 

two or more syringes, wherein each of the syringes has a different volume 
capacity that than the other syringes, and wherein all of the syringes share the common 
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property of having a barrel that has an outside diameter at its proxtmai end that is 

substantially equal to a st a^darrf desired diameter for the syringe famiiyi 

wherein at least one of the ty\/o or more syringes has a barrei compdsinff : 
a narrow barrel portion ad j acent t^^^ of the barrel, 

a wide barrel port i on adjacent a distal end of the barret, the wide barrei 

portion havinff a diameter that is substantia ^ lar ger than the diameter of the narrow 

barrei portion, and 

a oiur>c{er s}idabte within the narrow and wide barrel portions . 

1 3, (Currently Amended) The syringe famiiy of claim 42 16, wherein at least 
one of the two or more syringes has a barrel comprising: 

a narrow barrel portion adjacent the proximal end of the barrel, and 
a wide ba^el portion adjacent a distal end of the barrel, the wide barrel 

portion having a diameter that is substantially larger than ^e diameter of the narrow 

barrel portion, 

14, (Currently Amended) The syringe family of claim 4^ 12, wherein at feast 
one of the two or more syringes has a barrel that has an outside diameter that is less 
than a standard the desired diameter of the syringe family, wherein a false barrei 
surrounds the proximal end of the barrei, the faise barrei having an outside diameter 
that is substantially equal to the stand a rd desired diameter for the syringe family, 

15, (New) A syringe family comprising: 

two or more syringes, wherein each of the syringes has a different volume 
capacity than the other syringes, and wherein ail of the syringes share the common 
proper^ of having a barrel that has an outside diameter at its proximal end that is 
substantially equal to a desired diameter for the syringe famiiy, 

wherein at least one of the two or more syringes has a barrel that has an outside 
diameter tttat is less than the desired diameter of the syringe family, wherein a false 
banel is fixedly coupled to and surrounds the proxtmai end of the barrel, the false barrel 
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having an outside diameter that is substanttatly equal to the desired diameter for the 
syringe famify. 
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
